The defeat of the so-called Administra- 
tion bill yesterday has nothing to do with 
the matter. Mr. Morgan, ‘Mr. ‘Belmont and 
two other big financial men knew in ad- 
vance yesterday that its defeat was certain 
as the setting of the sun. Their departure 
for Washington, decided upon in advanco, 
proves this. Final action in the bond mat- 
ter was delayed ‘until the Administration bill 
should die, simply beeauss it would not have 
done to let the bankers, by a private ar- 
rangement, supply the money until all hope 
of help from Congress in the ordinary demo- 
cratic way should be gone. What follows 
represents in substance the views of the 
New York gold men. It is not in the least 
a matter of surmise, but of positive know!l- 
edge. For convenience in narrative no 
quoting will be done, but the words used will 
be the words of men. with gold to sell, and 
with money to invest, not the words of the 
writer. a 3 

If a man wants to Buy beef he must go to 
the butcher; if he wants to buy big quanti- 
ties of beef he must go to the big butcher. 
If Mr. Cleveland wants to buy gold he must 
go to the banker, and if he Wants much gold 
he must go to the big banker. He has 
found out this fact, and has gone to the 
big bankers acordingly. No help was real- 
ly hoped for from Congress. 

First, as to the details of the new bond is- 
sue to be anounced very soon, perhaps with- 
in twenty-four hours: It will be taken charge 
of by Mr. Morgan and by Mr. Belmont, who 
constitute in themselves, or represent, ab- 
solutely a syndicate which will manage the 
issue. The original statement that August 
Belmont would do the whole thing alone on 
behalf of the Rothschilds was a mistake. 
The later statement that Belmont had re- 
tired and given the enterprise over entirely 
to Morgan was also inexact. At present the 
+ bankers are interested in the proposed issue, 
and are working in harmony. Pierpont 
Morgan is believed to be the ablest man in 
America as a negotiator of big affairs. He 
is the older of the two men interested, and 
will naturally lead in the final negotiations 
for the bond issue. | N 

It is not probable that any such sum as a 
hundred millions will be issued, but the 
amount will not be less than fifty millions. 
The bonds, in the opinion of the gold men, 
should be thirty year 4 per cent. gold bonds, 
and it is not at all certain that the Gov- 
ernment will get rid of them on as good 
as a % per cent. basis! The bargain on 
the part of the Government may be as good

The selling of Government bonds below par 
would be just about enough to turn our 
hard times into a panic. ess would 
shrink, money would be hoarded, - terrified 
banks would draw out Government gold 
more feverishly than ever, private concerns, 
already weak, would go to the wall. Grover 
Cleveland and his advisers decided that no 
such risk must be taken, and especially as 
it was evident that the buying of gold in 
Wall street would be even more of a farce 
than the recent performance, when bankers 
gave their gold with one hand and drew it 
out with the other. The gold visible for 
the purchase of bonds, including even the 
forty-odd millions in the Treasury, 
amounted to but little more than the sum 
which Cleveland wanted. If the bankers 
who think about their profits and investors 
more than the country’s needs, had given 
up their supply of gold for a.possible profit 
on bonds it would only have been with the 
idea of drawing it out so quickly as to make 
the expedient of the nation pitifully ridicul- 
ous. The big bankers decided and the ad- 
ministration was convinced that in spite of 
patriotism and our grand national resources, 
the only way to stop or counteract the out- 
flow of gold to Europe was to bring Eu- 
ropean gold here and let the foreigners 
have our bonds. 

To this there was one great objection. It 
was the objection of the newspaper and 
of the patriot—namely, that our honest citi- 
zens would pay millions in interest to for- 
eigners. Bankers cared very little for that. 
Quite a different consideration worried 
them. Our silver men, our Populists and 
others who speak officially for sections of 
the country have succeeded in frightening 
Englishmen. Their confidence in our ulti- 
mate solvency is not shaken, but their con- 
fidence in our national honor is jarred. 
With call money in England going begging 
at the rate of one-quarter of 1 per cent a 
year and sixty-day money at less than 1 
per cent, they are afraid to invest in United 
States. Confidentially, if they did buy our 
bonds, they would not prize them as 
they should. They would not value them 
as highly as we should here, where we know 
the Government is all right, but slightly 
feverish. 

Almost before we could find the time to 
put their gold in our Treasury they would 
be selling our bonds back to us, taking out

AT THE GOLDEN GATE. 


Great Guns Win Point Seaward From 
San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Feb. 8—The 
Golden Gate is to be protected by three of 
the biggest guns in use in the United States. 
They will be pointed seaward from advan- 
tageous positions on either side of the Gate 


and they are calculated to furnish a com- 
plete defense against any craft that might 
escape the shells which the new mortar bat- 
teries will send out to sea for the distance of 
six miles. 

These guns are as long as seven average- 
sized guns, and two men might easily craw! 
into the bore of one of the wonders. 

Lieut. J. S. C. Lee, Deputy Quartermaster 
General, has received information that the 
guns are now on their way to this city, and 
he is entertaining bids for unloading and 
transporting them from Fourth and Town- 
send streets to the Fort Point and Time 
Point fortifications. 

The magnitude of this task is suggested 
by a description of the guns and a statement 
of the conditions governing their transporta- 
tion to the points named. They weigh ap- 
proximately 57 tons each, or 371,400 pounds in 
all. Each gun has a len th of 4) feet. a 
diameter of 46.4 inches and a circumference 
of 12 feet 2 inches at the greatest girth. 
Two of the guns are to be transported to the 
upper batteries of the fortifications on Fort 
Point bluffs and the third one is to be trans- 

ted to the fortifications on top of the 
Mme Point.

The insurance idea conceived by Mrs. seein: 
is not a thing of recent date, as in the fall 
of 1891 she placed $80,000 insurance on his life. 

When she started in on her scheme she 
called at the various insurance offices und 
said that she would like to see an agent for 
the purpose of getting out some insurance 
on her husband’s life. Of course the bait 
caught quick, and before meny hours she 
was entertaining a number of agents who 
were anxious to write out a policy. he 
woman was so clever that she would find ail 
sorts of faults, but finally she reluctantly 
allowed the policies to be written. The agent 
for the Union Mutual Life Insurance Co. of 
Portland. Me,, wrote out a policy for $10,000, 
the first year’s premium on which amounted 
to $599. This was 2 paid and a note 
signed by Dr. and Mrs. Pope was given for 

the balance. The doctor did not want the 
insurance, but his wife did all the talking 
and he was afraid to open his mouth. After 
the policy had been delivered, a neighbor 

surprised the agent by telling him that he 
was the eighth one to make a contract with 
Mrs. Pope. Being a member of the same 
organization as the doctor, the agent went 
to him and told him of what he had heard 
and asked him the facts. The doctor an- 
swered that he hoped his wife would murder 
him as he was tired of living in such a way 
and would be glad to get away from her. 
An interview was next had with Mrs. Pope 
and she was plainly told that her scheme 
was to murder her husband and get the 
money. It was hinted that if such was the 
case she had better stop and deliver over 
the policy. This she refused to do, but when 
threatened and after a especial agent had 
come on to see about the affair she gave up 
the policy. 

It is said that seven other companies were 
caught in a similar manner, but the policies 
were either given up or they were allowed to 
lapse.

STREET CAR CONSOLIDATION 

A law’ pétmitting the street railréad. 
companies to consolidate would require 
the most careful framing to prevent its 
being a measure of oppressioh and wrong 
to the people | | 

The only advantage to the people in 
the consolidation proposition which has 
been made public is the system of trans- 
fers by which passengers would be car- | 
ried to any part of the city for one fare, 
The advantage of retrenchment in ex- 
penses, which is urged as one of great 
importance, would inure to the benefit of 
the stockholders only unless the terms of 
the law gave the municipality an inter- 
est in the earnings. There are strong 
objections to consolidation on the terms 


desired by the companies. 


Consolidation should be permitted only 
under certain conditions. The capitali- 
zation should be limited to the actual 
investment. The benefits of the competi- 
tion which would be killed by the consoli- 
dation must be secured by definite pro- 
The municipality should be 
given a substantial interest in the sur- 
plus earnings of the corporation. No 
corporation enactment should be made 
‘without the limitation of capitalization 
to actual investment, and in case of 
public servant corporations the garnings 
should. be limited to a fair percentage on 
this investment, and the surplus over 
that limit returned to the people through 
the Treasury or in reduction of fares. 
The public has been looted enough by 
stock watering and the absorption of the 
unearned increment of prosperous growth. 

If these conditions were not strictly 
defined in a consolidation act the public 
would be the victim of the death of com- 
petition in street car service and the ab- 
sorption of the profits of municipal 
growth Gy a huge stock-and-bond water- 
ing job. The consolidated corporation 
would 4akeup all the stocks and bonds 

ig?@xistence, much of which repre- 

fater, and would issue more 

extent of retrenchment and 

profit possibilities. Stocks and bonds 

would be issued on the growth and pros- 

perity of the city for years to come. All 

of tthe unearned increment would be 

sponged up for the benefit of speculators 
d stockholders.

All special corporation enactment 
should be directed to restraining and reg- 
ulating corporations and securing the 
rights and interests of the people. Any 
act failing to do this and giving the street 
car companies permission to consolidate 
on their own terms would be a boodle 
act and a special grant of the privilege 
of robbing the people. 


TELEPHONE RATES. 


The bill pending in the State Legisla- 
ture to regulate telephone charges pro- 
vides for a graduated schedule of rates 
according to the size of the city, the larg- 
est city having the highest rate. 

To plain people without expert knowl- 
edge of the telephone business this is inex- 
plicable. In every other. business the 
greater the number of persons served the 
less the proportionate cost of serving 
each person, and it will require a great 
deal of expert explanation to convince 
the inexpert public that this fs not true 
of the telephone business and that the 
increased maximum rate for large over 
small cities is not sought because tele- 
phone customers in large cities can and 
will pay more for service than customers 
in small towns. pe 

It would be well for the Legislature to 
take testimony on this point. It would 
be well also for the Legislature to take 
testimony on the question of rates in 
general under the new conditions of tel- 
ephone business created by the expiration 
of patents. The maximum of $60° for 
business and $30 for private residence 
telephones, fixed for St. Louis, is too 
high. It is highly probable that there 
would be fine profit in one-half of these 
rates. The rates are being greatly re- 
duced everywhere. In the town of Lin- 
coin, III., telephones are supplied for $12 
a yer. ees.

The banks have no apparent use for gold. 
They have absolutely no obligations of any 
me} near or remote, which are payable in 


gold. 

Nevertheless these banks are hoarding 
gold in large quantities at a time when to 
do so ia to subject the Government to heavy 
and needless expense and to disturb the 
country’s business in serious fashion. 

Thus the Clearing-house banks of New 
York alone hold over $81,000,000 in gold for 
which they have no use, If they should 
turn it into the Treasury and take green- 
backs instead they would be in every 
as well equipped as now to meet their 
obligations while the Government would 
not have to issue another $100,000,000 of bonds 
which it will cost the country $220,000,000 to 
7 principal and interest.

PACIFIC LAND GRANTS. 


Twenty Million Acres May Be Forfeited 
to the Government. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—The next 
move of the Western members who desire 
the Government to take possession of the 
bond-aided Pacific railroads for the default 
in payment of their obligations will be to 
try to prevent them from disposing of their 


granted lands until their financial relations 
with the Government have been settled. 

Representative Caminette of California 
has a bill which will be passed upon by the 
Public Lands Committee at its next meet- 
ing to forfeit all the land unpatented when 
the companies default in the payment of 
their bonds, to withhold action on all appli- 
cations for patent, and to suspend proceed- 
ings on application for patents in the case 
of companies that are bankrupt or in the 
hands of receivers. 

The Pacific railroad acts provided for for- 
feiture of these lands to the Government in 
ease the aided companies. default. Mr. 
Caminette estimates that twenty million 
acres of grant lands to the Pacific railroads 
remain unpatented, and argues that the 
Government will allow valuable assets to 
slip away from it by permitting the title to 
any of this land to pass to the companies 
be —_ the question of foreclosure has been 
settled. ee 


DEPORTED IMMIGRANTS.

The defense will 
try to establish that Hinton had no know!l- 
edge of improper relations, and when he 
fired the fatal shot he did not know the 
intruder, but supposed he was the burglar 
who had been attempting to secure entrance 
to his. house on the previous nights.

Two days after the trag Hinton gave 
your correspondent, who called on him at 
the jail, this account of the shooting: 

“On Friday night befere the killing we 
had been aroused by some one attempting 
to get in the house by a back window. 
The first disturbance was about 10 o’clock 
and between J and 14 in the morning we 
were aroused again. The house fronts 
south and contains two — 14 My wife, 
my two, little girls and m occupy the 
front'room and my sister, Violet, was occu- 
pying the north room. The north room has 
A window about three and a half feet from 
A summer kitchen is located 
so that its south end laps the north end of 
the main house, leaving a passageway five 
or six feet wide between them: The west 
window of the summer kitchen is about 
four or five feet north of the north line of 
the main house, so that you can readily see 
any one at the north window from the wes 
1 window. The house is about 1 
‘yards from the main road. I was satisfied 
the 2 would again attempt to enter the 
house, and I was determined to find out who 
it was. Saturday night I made a pallet on 
the floor in the summer kitchen near the 
window. I went to the kitchen about 8 
o’clock, taking with me a’ 82-caliber rifle. 
The window sash was raised so I could put 
the gun through if I found it necessary to 


shoot. 

“About 10:15 I heard a noise at the north 
window as though some one was trying to 
remove the gas I raised up the pallet 
and saw the outlines of.a man at the win- 
dow. It was very dark and I could not 
recognize him. He seemed to be working at 
the window. I picked up the rifle and stuck 
it through the window, and in doing 80 
made a noise that startled the man. He 
started to run and I inted the gun in 
his direction and fired. He hallooed and I 
Spened the door and ran out into the yard. 
I could hear him groaning. My wife and 
sister came out of the house and we all 
went together to search for him. He was 
found lying about thirty feet from where 
he was shot, on his left side, face down- 
ward and groaning. I turned him over on 
his back and saw it was Houghland. He 
did not speak. We carried him into the 
kitchen and then went con found his horse 
hitched about 150 from the house. 
Never had any trouble with Houghland. We 
were good friends. He had been at my 
house on Monday evening and asked to see 
Violet, but she was not at home, and he 
sat and talked to me and my wife for 
about half an hour. Thursday evening he 
called again, and remained about half an 
hour with Violet and left.’’ 

Hinton’s attention was called to thé f 
that Hougland had been shot in the left 
side, the ball entering just above the hip 
bone, ranging upward and landing near 
the rightear. If he had been shot from the 
kitchen window as he was running, it would 
have been impossible for the bali to have 
entered the left side or ranged upwa 
passing through the heart and lodging 
near the right ear.
